The following Draft of a proposed Act was read in Council for the first 
time on the Ist of February 1843. 


Act No. or 1843, 
For the Incorporation of a Bank at Madras. 


Ww HEREAS the Hon'ble Court of Directors of the East India Company, 
by and with the approbation of the Board of Commissioners for the 
Affairs of Tndia, has directed the abolition of the present Government Bank 
at Madras, and in lieu thereof has sanctioned the establishment of a Bank 
at Madras on the principles hercinaiier sct forth, and has required the 
Government of India to pass an Act of Incorporation for the same ; 





I, IT is therefore hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of June next 
ensuing in the year of our Lord 1843, the persons whose names are included 
in the Schedule hereunto annexed, having severally subscribed and signed 
their acceptance of the terms of incorporation specified in this Act, and with , 
the Governmentof Madras on the part of the East India Company having 
paid into the Government ‘l'reasury tle amount of Capital Stock subscribed 
by them respectively and taken receipts fur the same from the Sub-T'reasurer 
to the Government of Fort Saint George shall, together with the Governor 
11 Council for the time being of the Presidency of Madras, be a Corporation 
Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, with perpetual 
succession to them and their successors as Proprietors fur the time being of 
the said Bank as hereinafter mentioned and provided, and shall possess and 
enjoy all the rights, privileges, and immunities incident by law to a corpora- 
tion aggregate. ee ‘ 

Provided however that it shall be lawful tothe Governor General of 
India in Council at any tine before the 1st of September next, to rectify any 
errors in the Schedule of the said Proprietors by notice in the Official 


Gazettes of Calcutta and Madras, so that no alteration be made in the prin- 
ciples upon which such Schedule has been framed. 

Il. AND it is hereby declared and provided, that if any of the persons 
whose names are in the said Scheduleshall failto make good their subscriptions 
on or before the Ist May next, the Shares to which such names are attached 
may be claimed and taken by the persons who having made applications for 
Shares which were reccived after the prescribed amount of Capital had been 
taken and subscribed for by the parties in the said Schedule, were permitted 
to have their said applications registered as received: and the Shares so 
lapsing shall be tendered to such applicants in the order of such registry 
according to the list given in to the Governor in Council at Fort Saint George, 
and shall become the property of such persons provided they shall have in the 
manner heretofore mentioned paid up their subscriptions on or before the 
20th of May next. And in the event of there remaining any unpaid Shares 
after the parties whose names have been so registered have thus had the 
option of completing the payments that will be duc on such Shares, then 
such remaining unpaid Shares shall be at the disposal of aGeneral Meeting 
of the Proprietors to be convened for that purpose: And it is hereby 
enacted, that the persons who become the Proprietors of the lapsed Shares in 
the manner above provided or under an appropriation made at such General 
Meeting of Proprieturs by payinent of the amount subscribed shall be con- 
sidered to belong, and shall to all intents and purposes belong to the Corpora- 
tion Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, and shall 
possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges and immunities the same as the 
persons according to the Original Schedule who shall have paid up their 
Subscriptions on or before the Ist of May nex ANDit is hereby declared 
and required that as soon after the 20th of May next, as may be practicable, 
the Governor in Council at Fort Saint George shall publish in the Official 
Gazette of that Presidency a Schedule of the Proprietors of the Bank of 
Madras as incorporated under the provisions of this Act, and that the same 
shall be transmitted to be republished in the Official Gazette of Calcutta. 

HI. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank of 
Madras shall be Thirty Lakhs of Rupees, whereof Three Laklis shall be the 
property of the Governor in Council of Madras, for the time being on behalt 
of the East India Company, and the persons whose names are in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed, or in any Schedule corrected in the manner provided for 
in the 1st Section of this Act, or whose names shall be in the Schedule 
published by order of the Governor in Council at Fort St. George in the 
Official Gazette of that Presidency as required in Section II. of the Act, shall 
be Proprietors of the Shares of the said Capital Stock set against their names 
respectively. 

IV, AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be in the power of the 
Governor General of India in Council, from time to time, by an Order duly 
published in the Official Gazettes of Calcutta and of Madras, to authorize 
the said Capital Stock to be increased, and to make such order and direction 
for the opening of Subscriptions towards such increase of Capital ax to him 
may seem fit, giving due notice thereof to the Proprietors of the said Bank 


for the time being, and allowing to them a period of not less than twelve 
months to fill up such Subscription themselves, and likewise to prescribe in 
what manner and form the Proprietors shall subscribe and,pay into the said 
Jank the proportion of New Stock to which they may respectively be entitled, 
and also to make such order and direction as to him the said Governor 
General in Council may scem fit for the disposal of the amount of New 
Stock that may not be subscribed for, and paid up by the Proprietors in the 
manner and form that may be so prescribed. 

V. ANDic is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank of 
Madras shall be divided into Shares of One Thousand Rupees each, which 
shall be numbered accordingly, and ‘Three ITundred of the said Shares num- 
bered from No. 1 to 300 shall be the property of the Governor in Council 
of Madras, for the time being, on behalf of the Mast India Company, and 
the remainder shall be the property of the Proprietors who shall have paid 
up the same, and no separate interest or Share in the Stock of the said 
Bank of less amount than 1,000 Rupecs shall be created or held by 
any Proprietors, and if at any time the Capital of the said Bank shall be 
increascd, the new Stock added thereto shall in like manner be divided into 
Shares of 1,000 Rupees each, and no Proprietor shall be entitled to claim a 
share of such new Stock of less amount than 1,000 Rupees. 

VI. AND it is hereby enacted, that on the said Ist day of June 1848, 
or on some early day after that date, provided the Subscriptions have been 
paid up as above prescribed, the Governor in Council of Madras shall notify 
in the Official Gazette of that Presidency that the Bank of Madras being 
incorporated as above provided, shall from the date of such notification be 
opened for the transaction of all manner of business authorized by this Act, 
and the said Bank shall and may sue and be sued by its Corporate name, and 
shall and may use such common Seal as the Directors of the said Bank shall 
from time to time appoint, and shall be competent to acquire and hold, 
cither absolutely or conditionally, for a term or in perpetuity, any descrip- 
tion of property whatever, and to transfer and convey the same. 

VII. AND it is hereby enacted, that immediately on the opening of 
the said Madras Bank the busincss of the present Government Bank of 
Madras shall cease, and it shall proceed to wind up its affairs as soon as 
possible, and all Cash Notes of the Madras Government Bank which shall be 
then outstanding shall be payable thenceforth at the Madras Bank which 
shall pay them on being verified by such Officers as the Governor in Council 
of Fort St. George may appoint for the purpose, on presentment, as if they 
had been issued by the Madras Bank. 

VIII. AND it is hereby enacted, that on Monday of every week, so 
long as there are any Notes of the Government Bank outstanding, the 
Madras Bank shall cause to be made up a Statement of the Notes of the 
Government Bank paid by them in the course of the preceding week, and 
trangmit the same to the Governor in Council of Madras with the Notes, who 
shall thereupon cause the amount, with all reasonable expedition, to be repaid 
to the Madeas Bank. 


IX. AND it fs hereby enacted, that after the delivery by the Sub. 
Treasurer at Madras, to whom all Subscriptions on account of the Capital 
of this Bank wiJl have been paid, as above provided, of the amount of 
Capital Stock to the Directors of the Bank, the receipt which may be grant. 
ed by the Sub-Treasurer to the Subscribers respectively shall be cancelled, 
and a Certificate signed by three Directors of the Bank of Madras shall be 
delivered to cach Proprietor, and any person who is a Proprictor of more 
than one Share of the Capital Stock, may at his option demand a Certificate 
foreach of his Shares, or one Certificate for all his Shares, or several Certifi- 
cates, cach of which may be for any number of his Shares. 


X. AND it is hereby enacted, that no Proprietor shall be allowed to 
increase his share in the Capital Stock of the said Bank beyond the Amount 
of Fifly Thousand Rupecs, excepting on occasion of any increase being 
made to the Capital Stock of the said Bank under the Authority of the 
Governor General in Council, in the manner prescribed in Section IV. of 
this Act, in which case any Proprietor holding Stock to the full Amount of 
Fifty Thousand Rupees shall, notwithstanding, be entitled to subscribe to 
the increased Capital Stock in a rateable proportion ; and excepting any 
addition to his interest in the said Capital Stock arises from Succession, 
Bequest, or Marriage. 

XL AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Share or Shares of the 
Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be of the nature of personal Estate of 
the Proprietors thereof respectively, and that the same shall be transferable 
by endorsement to be made on the Certificates thereof, respectively, under 
the hand of the Proprietor or Proprietors, or his or their Attorney duly 
authorized, which endorsement shall specify the name of the person or per- 
sons to whom thie said transfer shall be made, but no such endorsement shall 
be effectual to transfer any such Share or Shares, until such endorsement 
shall have been registered at the Bank of Madras, and such registration shall 
have been noted on such endorsement under the hand of an Officer appoint- 
ed for that purpose, by the Directors of the said Bank. 

XI. AND it is hereby etacted, that the said Corporate body of the 
Bank of Madras shall consist and be composed of the Registered Proprietors 
for the time being of the said Shaves of the Capital Stock of the said Bank, 
and of no other person or persons whatsoever. 

XII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the business of the said Bank 
shall be managed by nine Directors, of whom threc shall be appointed to be 
removable by the Governor in Council of Madras, and the remaining six 
shall be elected by the General Mceting of the Proprietors of the said Bank, 
and shall be removable by vote of the majority of a General Meeting of the 
said Proprietors. 

XIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that the first Directors of the said 
Bank shall be such three persons as may be appointed by the Governor 
in Council of Madras to be Directors of the Bank, together with six persons 
of those whose names are inserted in the Schedule of Proprietors published. 
in the Official Gazette of Fort St. George, in the manner prescribed by 


Section II. 6f this Act, and who being entitled to not Jess than six Shares 
or 6,000 Rupees of the Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be clected at a 
General Mecting of the persons whose names are inserted in the said Schedule 
to be held at such time and place as the Governor in Counciltof Madras may 
fix hy public notification in the Official Gazctte of that Presidency, and the 
clection shall be made by the persons who according to the said Schedule of 
Proprietors may be entitled to Shares of the Capital Stock of the Bank, and 
the said persons shall vote at such election in person or by proxy according 
to the quantity of Stock respectively held by them, and the Directors so ap- 
pointed shall appoint Officers, and take all neccessary steps for opening the 
Buk when this Act shall take effect for its incorporation, and the rotation 
amongst the six Directors first appointed under the next preceding Section, 
shall be established according to the number of votes; the two Directors 
elected by the fewest votes first vacating avd the next two in the year 
following, and so in succession in the third year. 

XV. AND it is hereby enacted, that two of the six Directors elected 
as provided in Section XIV. and to be clected by the Proprietors, shall in 
rotation go out of Office on the Second Monday in the Month of Detember 
in every year, on which day in every year a Genoral Meeting of Proprietors 
shall be held for the election of two Directurs in their stead; but no 
Director going out by rotation as aforesaid shall be re-clected at the 
election which takes place thereupon though he shall be eligible for afuture 
election. 





XVI. AND it is hereby enacted, that in case of the death, resignation 
or absence from Madras for more than three months, or disqualification 
under Section XVII., or removal as aforesaid of any Director elected as pro- 
vided in Section XIV., or to be elected by the Proprietors after the incor- 
poration of the Bank of Madras, the Directors shall call a General Meeting 
of the Proprictors, to be held within fitteen days of the day of notice, for the 
purpose of choosing a successor, and such successor shall come into the place 
in rotation above mentioned of the late Director. 

XVIL AND it is hercby enacted, that no person shall be capable of 
serving as. a Director by election of the Proprietors who shall not be Pro- 
prietor in his own right unincumbered of six Shares or Six Thousand Rupees 
of the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras, or who shall be a Director of any 
other Bank issuing notes payable on demand within the Town or Suburbs of © 
Madras. . 

XVII. AND it is hereby enacted, that at a General Meeting of the 
Proprietors, every election and other matter in question shall be decided by 
@ majority of votes, and that no person shall be allowed to vote at any such 
Meeting in respect of any Share of the said Capital Stock acquired by 
transfer, or purchase, or otherwise than by Act of Law, unless such transfer 
shall have been completed Six Months at the least before the time of tender- 
ing such vote. 

XIX. AND it is hereby enacted, that at all such General Meetings 
the Proprietors shall vote according to the following scale :

and no Proprietor shall be entitled to more than four votes. 


XX. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Gover. 
nor in Council of Madras to give a proxy in writing, signed by one of the 
Secretaries to Government, to any person whom the Governor of Madras may 
appoint to attend any General Meeting of the Proprietors, and that 
the holder of such proxy shall be entitled to give four votes upon 
all matters or questions that may be submitted to such Meeting, except 
upon the clection or removal of such Directors as are elected by the said 
Proprietors. C 

XXI AND it is hereby enacted, that any Proprietor or Proprietors 
entitled to vote at any General Meeting may give a proxy in writing, either 
General or Special, under his, her or their hand, or the hand of his, her, or 
their Attorney duly authorized to any other Proprietor, and that such proxy 
shall bé produced at the time of voting, and that such proxy shall entitle the 
person to whom it is given. to vote, on such matter or matters, as shall be 
authorized by the tenor of such proxy. 

XXL. AND itis hereby enrcted, that at the first Meeting of the 
Directors, after their election, in every year, they shall choose a President 
from among themselves, and if the office of President shall become vacant 
they shall at their next Meeting choose a successor for the remainder of the 
Current year, and that during any vacancy, or in the absence of the 
President, the Senior Director shall he Vice President for the time being, 
and that such President, or Vice President shall have the casting vote in all 
cases of an equal division of votes at Meetings, either of Directors or 
Proprietors. 

XXIII. AND itis hereby enacted, that the presence of at least three 
Directors shall be necessary to form a Board for the transaction of business, 
and the said Dircctors shall establish a weekly rotation among themselves, 
so that not less than three Directors may attend every Meeting of Directors, 
provided always that nothing herein contained shall be held to preclude any 
Director from attending any Meeting of Directors. 


XXIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that all Accounts of the said Bank, 
and all instruments not under Seal whereby the said Bank can in any man- 
ner be bound, except the Cash Notes of the said Bank shall be signed by 
three Directors, and shal] be of no validity unless so signed, and that the Seal 
of the said Bank shall not be affixed to any instrument except in the presence 
of three Directors who shall sign their names on the instrument in token of 
their presence, and that such signing shall be independent of the signing of 
any person who may sign the instrument es a witness, and that uniess so 
signed by three Directors, such instrument shall be of no validity, 

XXV. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Directors shall have 
power to appoint such Officers ge may be necessary to conduct the bisiness 


of the said Bank andto remove any Officer of the said Bank and to fix the 
Salaries of such Officers, provided that the whole expense of the Establish- 
ment of the said Bank shall not, in any one year exceed 50,000 Rupees, 
without previous authority from the General Meeting of the Proprictois. 

XXVI. AND itis hereby enacted, that no person who shall hold the 
Office of Secretary, Treasurer, [lead Accountant, or Head Shroff of the 
Bank of Madras, shall engage in any other Commercial business, either on 
his own account, oras Agent for any other person or persons, or act as a 
Broker for the sale or purchase of Government Securities, and that every 
person appointed to any one or more of the said Ottices shall give security to 
the Directors for the faithful discharge of his duty in the sum of 50,000 
Rupees, 

XXVII. ANDitis hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras shall 
not be engaged in any kind of business, except the hinds of business here- 
after specified, that is to say— 

Ist. The discounting of Negotiable Securities. 

2d. The keeping of Cash Accounts, including the realization of Divid- 
ends and Interest on Government Securities to the Credit of Constituents of 
the Bank. 

8d. Buying and Selling of Bills of Exchange payable in India. 

4th. The lending of Money on short Loans. 

Sth. ‘The Buying and Selling of Bullions. 

6th, The receiving of Deposits. 

7th. The issuing and circulating of Cash Notes and Bank Post Bills. 

8th. The selling of Property or Securities deposited in the Bank as 
Security for Loans and not redeemed, or of Property or Securities recovered 
by the Bank in satisfaction of Debts and Claims. 

XXVIIL. AND it is hereby cnacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank shall discount no Negotiable Security, and make no Loan, unless the 
amount of Cash in possession of the said Bank, and immediately available, 
shall be equal to at least onc-fourth of all the claims against the said Bank 
outstanding for the time being and payable on demand. 

XXIX. AND itis hereby enacted, that the Directors of the suid 
Bank of Madras shall not discount any Negotiable Securities which shall have 
a longer period to run than three months, or lend any money for a longer 
period than three months, and that they shall make no loan or advance on 
any Bank Share or Certificate of Shares, nor on Mortgage, or in any other 
manner on the Security of any Lands, IIouses or immoveable Property, nor 
on any Negotiable Security of any Individual or Partnership Firm, which 
shall not carry on it the several responsibilities of at least two persons or 
Firms unconnected with each other in general Partnership, nor be in ad- 
vance at one and the samc time, to any Individual or Partnership Firm, 
either by way of discount, loan, or in any other manner (saving by loans upon 
the deposit of Government Securities, or Goods not perishable as herein- 
after mentioned) beyond the Amount of Threg Lakhs of Company's Rupees 


—Provided always that the advances upon Bills of Exchange accepted by the 
Government or upon other Government Obligations, shall not be considered 
as an advance within the meaning of this restriction. 

XXX. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank 
shall make no loan other than such loans as are described in the clause next 
preceding except on deposit of Public Securities in the full amount of the 
loan, and which Public Securities shall be so endorsed or otherwise transfer- 
red as to put them at the absolute disposal of the said Bank of Madras, or on 
deposit of Goods not of a perishable nature, and of an estimated value ex- 
ceeding the amount of the loan by at least one-fourth. 

\XXI. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank shall not be at 
any Lime in advance to the Government more than Seven Lakhs and a Half 
of Company's Rupees, provided always that the holding of Government 
Securities, or of Bills of xchange drawn upon the Government or of other 
Government Acceptances or Obligations derived to the said Bank from Indi- 
viduals and not overdue, or subscribed and paid for by the Bank, shall not 
be construed as being in advance to the Government within the meaning of 
this Clause. 

X I, AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank of Madras shall not suffer any person or persons or body corporate 
keeping cash with the said Bank of Madias to overdraw his, her, or their 
account. 


XXXIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras 
may issue Promissory Notes payable either on demand, or at a date not 
excecding thirty days after sight, which Notes shall and may be signed on 
behalf of the said Bank by such person as the Directors of the said Bank 
may appoint or authorize in that behalf, provided always that the total 
amount of such Notes in circulation at any one time shall not exceed 
One Crore of Rupees, and provided also that no such Note shall be for a 
smaller amount thau Ten Rupees. 

XXXIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be lawful for 
the said Bank to make, issue, or negotiate any Note, Bill, or other instru- 
ment containing any promise, undertaking, or order for the payment of 
Money elsewhere than within the limits of India, 

XXXV. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Directors of the said Bank of Madras to receive in deposit Goods not of a 
perishable kind, and to contract for the safe keeping of the same. 

XXXVI. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank shall cause the Books of the said Bank to be balanced on the 30th day 
of June and the 3ist ef December in every year, and that a Statement of 
the Balance on every such day signed by a majority of the said Directors, 
shall be forthwith transmitted to one of the Secretaries to the Governor in 
Council of Madras, and that the Governor in Council of Madras shall at all 
times be entitled to require of the said Directors any information touching 
the affairs of the said Bank, and the production of any documents of the said 
Bank, and that the s#i@’ Directors shall comply with every such requisition.

apart from such profits, a sum not exceeding Five per Cent. on the Capital 
stock of the Bank as a reserve against Contingencies, 

XXXVIIL  ANDitis hereby enacted, that on the first Monday of the 
Month of March in every year a General Meeting of the Proprictors of the 
Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be held at which the Directors of the 
said Bank shall submit to the said Proprictors a Statement of the affairs of 
the said Bank made up to the preceding 8st of December, and such General 
Meeting shall be competent to pass resolutions, and frame rules, and dircc- 
tions relative to the affairs and conduct of the said Bank which shall be 
binding on the Directors and Officers of the Bank and on the Proprictors 
thereof until rescinded or modified respectively by any subsequent Gencral 
Meeting. 

XXXIX. AND) it is hereby enacted, that any three of the said Direc- 
tors of the said Bank, or any ten Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said 
Rank may at any time convene a General Mecting of the Proprietors, upon 
giving fifteen days previous notice of such Meeting, and of the purpose or 
purposes for which the same shall be convened, as well to the Directors of 
Nhe said Bank for the time being as also by public Advertisement in the 
Official Gazette of Madras. And auy Gencral Mecting so convened shall have 
the same powers and authorities as prescribed in the preceding Section of 
this Act for the Annual General Mceting to be held in the month of March. 

XL. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawfal for the Bank 
of Madras, with the sanction of the Governor in Council of Madras, and with 
the approbation of the Court of Directors of the East India Company, to 
establish Branch Banks at such places, and under such rules and restrictions 
as shall be determined by the Proprietors at their General Mectings. Pro- 
vided however that such Branch Banks when so established, besides being 
subject to the miles and restrictions that may be imposed by the Proprietors, 
and to the control and orders of the Directors of the Bank of Madras, shall 
bbound by the same rules as to the description of business in which they 
are to engage, and the manner of conducting such business, and likewise 
in respect to the issue of Notes payable ondemand, and the retention of Cash 


to meet the same, and in all transactions and matters herein above referred 
to, as are prescribed forthe Bank of Madras by this Act. 

XLI AND it is further enacted, that if any of the Proprietors 
shall become indebted tothe said Bank, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to 
withhold payment of the Dividends on the Share or Shares of such Proprietor 
registered as his, or her own property, and not as held in trust, or as Executor 
or Adininistrator, until payment of such debt, and to apply such Dividends 
towaids payment thereof, and that after demand and default of payment, and 
notice in that behalf given, cither to such Proprietor, or his or her Constituted 
Agent, or by Public Advertisement in the Official Gazette, it shall be lawful 
for the said Bank to refuse registration of the transfer of any such Share or 
Shares of such Proprietor until payment of such debt, and if the same shall 
remain unpaid for the space of Six Months after such notice, to advertise for 
public sale and to sell such Share or Shares, or so many as may be necessary, 
and to apply the proceeds thereof towards payment of such debt, with inter. 
est at the rate of Six per Cent. per Annum, paying over the surplus if any to 
such Proprietor, or his, or her lawful representative. 





XLIL AND itis further enacted, that the said Bank shall continue as 
hereby constituted until the Ist day of June, which will be in the year of our 
Lord 1850, and shall thereafter continue in like manner until duly dissolved 
or modified, provided however that afier the said 1st day of June 1850, the 
said Banh shall not, except upon the application or by the consent of the 
Proprietors of the said Bank be dissolved, or any wise modified without pre- 
vious notice of twelve months at the least being given by the Governor 
General of India in Council, or by the Government of the Presidency of Fort 
Saint George to the Directors of the said Bank for the time being of such 
intended dissolution or modhfication. Provided also that in the event of the 
said Bank at any time suspending any Cash Payments the bencfits granted to 
the said Bank by the present Act of Incorporation shall be thenceforth forfeited.

T have the honor, for the information of Major General McCaskill, K. H., to 
transmit to you reports from Lieutenant Colonel Bolton, Her Majesty's 31st regiment ; Lieutenant 
Colonel Richmond, 33rd native infantry, and Major Skinner, Her Majesty's 3lst regunent, detailing 
the occurrences on the rear guards, from Soorkhab to this place. 

In regard to those circumstances that came under my own observation and arrangement, 1 beg 
to say, that, immediately on leaving Soorkhab, the enemy began to show themselves on the heights 
and to fire on the troops, and as we approached the Jugdulluck pass, obeerving that their numbers 
were becoming formidable, and that they were gradually closing in upon our left, t occurred to me 
that their cbject was to allow the main column to get through the pass, and then to attack the 
baggage when it should be collected at the gorge. 

‘This opinion (and I found it fully confirmed afterwards) induced me to send and direct 
Lieutenant Colonel Richinond, commanding the advance, to balt on arriving at the entrance of the 
pass, and there wait my further instructions. 


Having halted the main column, 1 allowed the ammunition and the whole of the baggage to 
pass on, and when every thing was up, I then directed Lieutenant Colonel Richmond to proceed 
with the advance down the pass and to occupy the heights on each side, which was very properly 
done by that officer. 


On this operation being completed, I then passed every thing down, and on the rear guard, 
joining me, 1 moved off with the main column through the pass to the great disappointment of the 
enemy, no doubt, (as they did not get asingle thing) and arrived in camp at half past 8 P, of. a sharp 
fire having been kept up on the column throughout the pass. 

On the march from Jugdulluck to Kuttur Sung, from the circumstance of the enemy being in 
force all round the camp, I directed the advanee guard to move off, and allowed the baggage to 
proceed in its rear, and when about two-thirds of it had left the ground, I followed with the main 
column, leaving the remainder to the care of the rear guard. ‘ . 


On this occasion no loss was sustained, except what is detailed in Lieutenant Colonel Rich: 
mond’s report; the main column arrived in qaaip at 20 minutes after 4 P, a,

‘The waggons of Captain Alexander's troop required to be pulled nearly the whole way by 
the men of Iler Majesty’s Slat regiment, and one waggon was dragged altogether (the horses 
having been taken out) by the sepoys of the 33d and GUth regiments; the main column arrived in 
camp at 20 minutes past 7 p.m, It may not be unnecessary for me to report that the sepoys 
when called upon to perform the labor of dragging the waggon, came forward with a cheerfulness, 
and did the work with a epirit that was remarkable and deserving of the highest praise. 


Tho march from Gundamuck to Soorkhab was conducted in the ordinary manner, and nothing 
deserving of mention occurred, 
Enclosed I beg to send a return of casualties.

L have the honor to report, for the juformation of Brigadier Monteath, C. B., that 
when the ground weoccupted at Kuttur Sung was quite clear of baggage, 1 withdrew the picquets 
from the heights above it, and advanced them to those nearest the ascent to the road above, until 
the guns and waggot were passed up, which was accomplished by 4 past Il a.m. I then withdrew 
my posts by the heights on my flanks and vontiaued towards Seh Baba, where J arrived without any 
molestation about 3PM. the necessity of dragging the guns up the many hills on the road rendering 
our progress slow. Fron: Seh Baba to’Tezeen, the rear guard was very much delayed by the many 
animals who fell exhausted from the heaviness of the mai 1 am afraid there was much loss of 
grain and baggage catile. 1 destroyed, I hope, every thing that had been left in the rear, and that 
the enemy gained nothing by the failure of our cattle. 


On ascending thé hill at the entrance to the Tezeen valley, a party of the enemy, from the base 
of the hills on our left, fired into us, but without effect ; two shrapnell shells thrown among thein 
with great precision silenced their fire, and they fled to the heights out of shot, leaving, I think, some 
killed or wouuded below. 1 pyshed on when these people were dispersed, and reached camp at a little 


before 8, without casualty.

T have the honor to report for the information of Brigadier Monteath, C. B, 


commanding the 4th infantry brigade, that the rear guard this morning, under my command, did 
not leave Jugdulluck until the whole of the baggage had cleared the ground about 11 o'clock A. m. 


As the enemy appeared in great numbers all around, and gradually closing on us, I directed 
the guns to be placed in a commanding position on our line of route, to cover the picquets, which 
soon after withdrew, on signals previously arranged, and formed on the low ground in front, in 
skirmishing order, slowly retiring, and ultimately forming on both flanks of the guns. The enemy, 
as I expected, instantly rushed forward from all directions, except our rear, but were checked by the 
very effective fire of the guns, ably directed by Captain Lawrence, Political Agent, who volunteered 
his services, and by Lieut, Abercrombie. 

As the high ground, we occupied, afforded good cover, I determined to hold it with two com- 
panies of infantey, until the guns could be withdrawn, and dragged up the steep hill in our rear, an 
operation which requited the aid of the remainder of the infantry, 

At this time, the enemy kept up asharp fire, but alll desired was Sconenplished in good 
order; and having secured new positions in the sear, 1 recalled the two companies, left in position, 
and commenced: my march, occupying new posts where veessary, which were withdrawn in eucces- 
sion, until the enemy ceasing to annoy us, aud the country beeoming a little more open, enabled 
me to recall all the covering parties and prosecute my ‘march towards camp, where I arrived about 
Soclock r. M, bringing every thing safely in, excepting’ one bullock-load of commissariat grain 
formd on the road, which was given to the men of the irregular cavalry, also 4 few bullocks and two 
camels lef, on the road, which were destroyed, being unable to proceed. 

‘The troops, both: European and viative, were very steady and exerted themselves cheerfully in 
Gragging the guns.

He, therefore, very properly, determined to hold the head of the 
pare uiuil the whole of the baggage and material had moved down towards the pla below, aud the 
rear gud under Lieutenant Colonel Richmond should have joined him on the eminence. fe 
placed his guns in battery, and their fire avd that of the troops, completely held the enemy, who 
were very muaucrovs, in check, aud he reports with much satisfaction, thal though the attempts of the 
GA Vies were cbsunate and persevermg, they did not succeed in making themselves masters of a 
tate artele of bag, or nulitary stores. A sharp conflict was, however, sustained upon particular 
Jovite whist the Tear guard was commg up, in the one direction, aud our long tiain of animals 
G+ vending in the other.

Ghulzies, as they finally came down from the plateau, but every where most creditably repetled the 
enewy, aad made ther way late in the evemug to our cheampment at Svorkha’. [have to regiet 
that Cap ain Burnett, 54th native mfantry, who had been recently released froma eaptiyity, commenced 
at Ghusnes, was severely wounded on the heights, having volunteered bis services with a party of the 
16th native infantry. Hrevet Captain Pender, Her Mayesty’s Bist {vot had received a bad burt in a 
previous ¢lurmish near Seh Baba. ‘Phroughout these afliirs, the conduct of the troops employed, inelud~ 
ing the Ya and 16th native infantry, temporarily attached to me, has deserved tny highest approbation, 
aud T fel 1 to he my duty to record, that on the advance to Cabool, and in retirmg trom it, the bras 
very of that portion of the 4th brigade which took part in the active opperations, viz. Her Majesty's 
Bist regiment, aud « wing of the H3d native infantry, (the remaining wing and the Gth native infau- 
try having been detained to garrison Jellalabad and Gundamuck) as well as their endurance of priva- 
tions and fatigue, have been beyoud all praise. No troops could in every respect have behaved 
better, and [ feel myself to he deeply mdebted to Brigadier Monteath, C, B., and to Lieutenant 
Colonel Bolton, Her Majesty's Bist, and Lieuterant Colonel Richmond, 33d native infantry, for the 
uble and gallant manner in which they have been led.

Major General Pollock, my wish that my three reports may be forwarded for the information of the 
Governor General.

Officers, the dignity of Grand Cross of the Must Llon'ble the Military Order of the Bath. 


2 We have algo, with reference to our Military despatch of the 30th ultimo, the satisfaction 
to enclose to you copies of further letters from the Right Honoiable Lerd Stanley, announcing, that 
Her Majesty has been pleased to pormit such of the Officers, non-commissioned officers and privates 
of Her Majesty’s army, us were engaged in the recent operations in Afghanistan, to wear the 
Medals which, for similar services, have been conferred by the Government of India, upon the 
soldiers of the Kast India Company’s army, and also to permit the Officers of that army to wear ia 
this country, the Medals conferred upon them for services in Afghanistan.

‘The Governor General having further expressed in the same General Order, his earnest desire,

The momentous events which have 
just occurred in Affghanistan—thcir great import- 
ance to the interests of the British Empire in 
India, and the distinguished gallantry, persever- 
ance and discipline which have marked the 
conduct of the European and Native Troops 
engaged in their accomplishment, fully justify the 
Resolution taken by the Governor General, after 
communication with the Commander in Chief, to 
confer on the East India Company's Troops Medals 
in commemoration of the particular services in 
which they have been engaged. 

2. We thorofore cordially approve of the 
Resolutions to grant Medals to the Company's 
Troops engaged in the defence of Jellalabad 
during its memorable siege, to those engaged at 
Candahar aud in the gallant defence of Kelat-i-

Act No. 

For the Incorporation of a Bank at Madras. 


WHEREAS the Ion’ble Court of Directors of the Fast India Company, 
by and with the approbation of the Board of Commissioners for the 
Affairs of India, has directed the abolition of the present Government Bank 
at Madras, and in licu thereof has sanctioned the establishment of a Bank 
at Madras on the principles hereinafter set forth, and has required the 
Government of India to pass an Act of Incorporation for the same ; 


or 1843, 





I, IT is therefore hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of June next 
ensuing in the year of our Lord 1848, the persons whose names are included 
in the Schedule hereunto annexed, having severally subscribed and signed 
their acceptance of the terms of incorporation specified in this Act, and with 
the Government of Madras on the part of the East India Company having 
paid into the Government ‘I'reasury the amount of Capital Stock subscribed 
by them respectively and taken receipts for the same from the Sub-'T'rcagarer 
to the Government of Fort Saint George shall, together with the Governor 
in Council for the time being of the Presidency of Madras, be a Corporation 
Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, with perpetual 
succession to them and their successors as Proprietors for the time being of 
the said Bank as hereinafter mentioned and provided, and shall possess and 
enjoy all the rights, privileges, and immunities incident by law to a corpora- 
tion aggregate. 

Provided however that it shall be lawful to the Governor General of 
India in'Coufftcil at any time before the lst of September next, to rectify any 
errors in the’ Schedule of the said Proprietors by notice in the Official
